was made $ .45 which brings the 
total levy to $1.15. 
Superintendent Allman 
and 
members of the school board, E. 
R Casady, Warder 
Wyatt and 
Mrs. Allie 
Aldridge, 
ex plained 
the increase in part as being due 
to the fact that the valuation of 
property in the city of Rush- 
v iiie was $3 0 0 ,0 0 0 
less than last 
year, reducing the income, 
on 
the basis of last year’s rate, 
some $3 .0 0 0 . The net 
tax able 
property for this year is $7,622,- 
0 90 . 
Other reasons for the increase 
in rate and the increase of some 
$7,000 in ex penditure^, was due 
in part to damages awarded by 
the Industrial board and Appel­ 
late court in the G rant Gregg 
case.

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NEBRASKA FARMERS ARE STAGING A "WATER REVOLT" 


HAD A BUSY DAY BEFORE 
HIM WITH APPOINTMENTS

Syracuse, N. Y. Aug. 30—Gov­ 
ernor Alfred E. Smith was 
on 
parade toda:\as a fighting presi­ 
dential candidate before thous­ 
ands who thronged the 
state 
fair here from surrounding Re­ 
publican strongholds to see their 
state ex ecutive in his new role. 
The governor began [one 
of 
his busiest days 
by appearing 
before the 
Democratic 
state 
committee meeting and appeal­ 
ing for a vigorous campaign for 
him for president because of the 
honor to the state in selecting 
him as a candidate of his party. 
Cla iming credit for Democrats 
for every progressive reform in 
the last 20 years he also urged 
the leaders to make a supreme 
effort to carry their state ticket 
to victory in order that his suc­ 
cessor will have a cabinet that 
will carry forward the work of 
his administration. 
The governor remained while 
the committee elected M. Will­ 
iam Bray of Utica as state chair­ 
man to succeed Edward Corning, 
lietitfemuitf governor, who 
re­ 
signed recently on account of ill 
health, a nd chose James A. Far­ 
ley, cha irma n o f 
the State Ath­ 
letic Co mmissio n, as secretary. 


Harrisburg, Pa., Aug. 30—AJ.PJ— 
Higher tariff protection for 
A- 
meircan agriculture as a 
farm 
relief measure was advocated by 
Senator Charles Curtis of Kan- 
ssa, Republican vice-presidential 
nominee, in a speech here today 
at a farm ers’ meeting sponsored 
by the National Grange. 
The Fordney-McCumber tariff 
act, passed by a Republican con­ 
gress. gave agriculture 
higher 
protection than any 
previous 
law, Curtis said, but “it 
has 
been found that certain of the 
duties are not higlv enough”, he 
said. 
Reiterating his proposal that a 
joint house and senate commit­ 
tee seek a solution for the farm 
relief problem, 
Curtis 
agreed 
that the Republican tariff pro­ 
tection policy should be applied 
in any effort to help agriculture. 
He said the Underwood act, 
a 
low tariff bill passed by a dem- 
oc ratio congress, would 
have 
been ruinous to American farm ­ 
ers ex cept for the war. 
‘ When the Underwood ate re­ 
duced the tariff on butter from 
6 cents to 21 cents a pound, Gut­ 
ter imports increased more than 
700 percent in the first year,” 
Curtis said. 
“And in 1920, under the Un­ 
derwood rates, foreign 
agricul­ 
ture was able to ship in 
over 
20,000,000 pounds, while 
under 
the Republican tariff of 8 cents 
a pound the imports were 
cut 
sharply. They flopped to 
less 
than 10,000,000 pounds. 
“The duty was increased to 12 
cents per pound under the flex ­ 
ible provisions of the Republi­ 
can tariff act and the 
imoorts 
in 1927 
were 
about 8,000.000 
poui^ds, 10,000.000 pounds less 
than under the Democratic low 
tariff.” 
Curtis warned that a Demo­ 
cratic administration might re­ 
sult in a general lowering of ta ­ 
riff rates which he said 
would 
hurt both agriculture and 
in­ 
dustry 
“In his address of acceptance 
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Bridgeport, Neb., Aug. 30—(U.R) 
—Farmers along the Platte river 
sat by their irrigation 
streams 
today, jealously guarding the 
flow. 
A “water revolt" has started 
along the valley, with hundreds 
of farmers fighting for the lim­ 
ited supply of irrigation water 
that can be drawn from the 
Platte and used to irrigate crops. 
Monday the bureau of irriga­ 
tion denied water to 117 districts 
and cut the apportionment 
of 
other farmers. Denying that the 
water is insufficient, farmers re­ 
fused to watch the water in the 
Platte roll by while their corn 
burned white. 
Yesterday one farmer opened 
his box in the face of the orders. 
The news spread rapidly. Soon 
other farmers followed the lead 
and today virtually all of the 
restricted area was receiving the 


limited supply 
of the 
Platte. 
Thus far there has been no vio­ 
lence. The curtailm ent was de­ 
clared by water chief R. H. Wil­ 
lis so that some of the river wa­ 
ter could be used further down 
the valley. The river now is as 
low as it has been in years. At 
Bridgeport there was a flow of 
1,550 feet a second. At North 
Platte this head had been re­ 
duced to 950 and at Overton the 
guage failed to register. 
There has been no rain in- the 
valley since early in the month. 
The crops have gradually burn­ 
ed, ex cept in the irrigated spots 
and farmers there,have deter­ 
mined to fight if necessary 
to 
keep that corn green until rain 
falls. 
Willis and attorney held a

enforce the curtailm ent

meant, he ex plained by stating 
that if baseball was taught in a 
college, the first year would be

Santa Fe, N. M. Aug. 30—K ath­ 
erine Stinson, who from 1912 to 
1918 was one of the greatest av­ 
iators in the world, probably ne­ 
ver will fly again. 
The woman who once 
held 
both the duration and long dis­ 
tance flight records has retired 
to private life and is pow living 
in S&nta Fe, the wife of M. A. 
Otero, Jr., state auditor of New 
Mexico and himself an accomp- 
ished aviator. 
In 1918 , Miss Stinson tried to 
enter the American air force as 
a pursuit pilot. Rejected on ac­ 
count of her sex, 
she took to 
driving an ambulance in France. 
This broke her health, and for 
seven years she was an invalid. 
Only recently has her health re­ 
turned; and now that it has she 
is content to let her famous bro­ 
ther Eddie Stinson, of Detroit, do 
the flying for the family. 
But although she is out of the 
game. she does not feel envious 
of the women who are winning 
fame as flyers.

used 
to 
dream of flying the Atlantic, in 
the days when airplanes 
and 
engines capable of making the 
trip had not yet been built; and 
here is how she describes her re­ 
action to the accomplishment of 
Amelia Earhart. 
Has No Regrets 
“When I first entered a sani­ 
tarium here,” she says, 
my 
room faced a tall mountain peak.

You see, as 
a housewife I am impairing this 
screen. As an aviator I 
often 
spent hours at a time working 
on the fabric of my 
airplane 
wings after they had been damr 
aged in forced landings or other­ 
wise. I think my early training 
prepared my present duties.'’ 
Some time ago Mrs. Otero be­ 
came interested in the architec­ 
ture of the Pueblo Indians and 
of the early Spanish 
missions. 
She built several apartm ents on 
cne of Santa Fe’s qiaeer, narrow, 
winding streets, modeling them 
after the early styles, and most 
of her time now is devoted to 
keeping those apartm ents 
in 
condition and in making addi­ 


tions and improvements as new 
ideas occur to her. 
It is such things th at interest 
her now. Talking to her would 
never give one a hint that her 
name was once 
a 
household 
word:. She Is 
modest, reserved 
and courteous; somehow it 
is 
hard to imagine her flying at all. 
Yet at the height of her career 
her achievements were 
known 
all over the world. 
Made Many Records 
She was the 148 th person to 
become a licensed pilot in Amer­ 
ica. Few living people hold low­ 
er license numbers. When 
she 
sailed aloft one night in Cali­ 
fornia and, 
with 
magnesium 
flares, traced a series of letters 
against the black sky, she 
ac­ 
complished something no 
flyer 
had ever one. She was, incident­ 


ally, the first person of 
either 
sex to fly at night, the fourth 
to loop the loop, and the 
first 
woman to fly in the Orient. 
She conducted a flying school 
in Texas before the World War, 
and when the American 
army 
sent a punitive expedition into 
Mexico to capture Villa she vol­ 
unteered to go along as aviator. 
Her application 
was 
turned 
down, but she had the satisfac­ 
tion of knowing th at most 
of 
the pilots who did go were men 
she had taught how to fly. 
When this government entered 
the war she made herself useful 
in every way possible. Her most 
noteworthy flight was a 
trip 
from Buffalo to W ashington in 
the interest of the Red Cross, in 
which she made various 
stops 
enroute to pick up checks total­ 
ing $2,000,000 in value.

The 
public has learned to make out 
its income tax statements but 
years-were required for this to 
be accomplished.

trustees. In the course of time 
they may. learn all the ins and 
outs of the State Board of Ac- 
counts forms but that does not 
take care of budgets for next 
year or the tax rates 'that must 
be levied as a result of 
these 


budgets.

with this perplexing 
situation. 


The trustees have done the best 
they could under the circum- 
stances but many 
of them 


have made mistakes of a nature 
that will mean higher taxes. The 
taxpayers may scrutinize 
bud- 


get now, correct the errors and 
trim down the amounts to what 
they should be. Their 
second 


course is an appeal to the State 
Board of Tax 
Commissioners: 


Obviously the first course is to 
be preferred. If the people who 
pay the taxes will get busy now 
they can avoid scores of 
ap- 


peals that will have to be made 
later if the mistakes are permit - 
ed -to go through. They should 
help their trustees in this bud- 
get work rather than delay and. 
then find fault with what has 
been done." 


WARNING GIVEN 


BY 11,5, EXPERTS 


ON FULL TYPHOID 


Washington, Aug. 30-JU.R)— 


Typhoid fever may occur at any 
time during the year, but it. is 
most-prevalent in the United 
States in the late summer arid 
during the autumn months, a 
warning issued by the United 
States Public 
Health Service 


said. 


Typhoid fever . germs 
are 


taken into the body through the 
mouth with food or drink, or by 
means of direct infection with 
flies. Among foods other than 
milk that are most likely to be 
exposed to infection and liable 
to convey typhoid fever are 
those eaten raw or uncooked. 
Well-cooked food or properly 
pasteurized or boiled milk arev 
safe from the danger of convey- 
ing the disease, it was said. 


The germs are living, repro- 


ducing plants which grow in and 
derive their nourishment from 
the body, the report continued, 
and, therefore, typhoid fever 
prevalence depends upon insan- 
itary methods in respect to the 
disposal of the body wastes. 


'•The pasteurization, or 
the 


boiling for a few minutes, 
of 


milk and the boiling • of water 
when it is of doubtful purity, 
will remove all danger 
from 


typhoid fever and other water- 
borne diseases," the bureau sta- 
ted. "The necessity of inocula- 
tion against typhoid should be 
emphasized at' this period of the 
year. It is especially important 
that the inoculation be done be- 
fore the vacation period begins. 
This is particularly 
necessary 


today when so many people go 
on automobile trips through 
the country, often visiting out- 
of-the-way places • where due 
precautions in regard to infec- 
tion are neglected." 


The report stated that "it is 


an established fact that a per- 
son can be rendered 
compara- 


tively safe from the disease by 
inoculation" and' that the dura- 
tion of such immunity- is about 
three years. 


Control of typhoid fever dur- 


ing the past 20 years has shown 
marked improvement, it was 
said. The fever which only a few 
years ago took a toll of more 
than 50,000 lives annually in the 
United States, now causes some-: 
thing less than 10,000 deaths 
each year.

Otero, Jr., state auditor of New 
Mexico and himself an accomp- 
lished aviator. 
In 191B, Miss Stinson tried to 


enter the American air force as 
a. pursuit pilot. Rejected on ac- 
count bf her sex, she took to 
driving an ambulance in France. 
This broke her health, and for 
seven years she was an invalid. 
Only recently has her health re* 
turned; and now that it has she 
is content to let her famous bro- 
ther Eddie Stinson, of Detroit, do 
JBie flying for the family. 
• But althoiigh she is out of the 
game, she does hot feel envious 
of the women who are winning 
fc&ie as flyers. She 
used to 


•dream of flying the Atlantic, in

She was the 148th person to

flares, traced a series of letters 
against the black sky, she ac- 
complished something no flyer 
had ever one. She was, mciderit- 


ally, the first person of either 
sex, to- fly,-jat-;iiJght, the fourth 
to loop the loop, and the first 
woman to fly in the Orient. 


She conducted a flying school 


in Texas before the World War, 
arid when the American, army 
sent a punitive expedition into 
Mexico to capture Villa she vol- 
unteered to go along as aviator. 
Her application 
was 
turned 


down, but she had the satisfac- 
tion of knowing that most of 
the pilots who did go, were men 
she had taught how to fly. 


When this government entered 


the war she made herself useful 
in every way possible. Her most 
noteworthy flight was a 
trip 


from Buffalo kTWashington in 
the interest of the Red Cross, in 
which she made various stops 
enroute to pick up checks total- 
ing $2,000,000 in value.
